Elected were Ted Kryczka, with 219 votes, 
and he will serve for three years; Melvin Cor¬ 
nett, with 185 votes, and he will serve for three 
years, and third was Feruuo Dececco, who re¬ 
ceived 176 votes and will serve for two years. 

Defeated candidates were Joe Hanrahan 
with 136 votes, Joe Wavrecan with 114 votes, 
and Glen Poulton with 106 votes. A total of 
444 persons voted or 46 per cent of the pos¬ 
sible eligible voters. 

Elections were also held for two vacancies 
on the School Board and of the four candidates 
Henry Zak, jr., with 252 votes, and WilJJam 
Skura with 205 votes, were successful ovfer Joe 
Brown, who received 177 votes, and Clarence 
Clarke, who drew 116 votes.

TO BANQUETS 

Dear Sir: 

It has come to my notice that 
church organizations, clubs, etc., 
are catering for banquets, din¬ 
ners and other social events. 

The summary of the Provincial 
Board of Health Regulations states 
that “Wherever food is sold to be 
consumed on or about a public 
premise a licence from the local 
Board of Health (in this case the 
Chinook Health Unit) is required.” 

To avoid inconvenience and con¬ 
troversy I would advise all such 
organizations that are catering to 
apply for a licence. The licence is 
free of charge. 

The reason for this legislation is 
that cases of food poisoning are 
not uncommon and are of great 
concern to health authorities. Un¬ 
less it is known where the food was 
obtained, where it was prepared 
and who handled the food, it is 
difficult to find the cause of con 
tamination and prevent recurrence.

Gordon E. Taylor, Minister of 
Highways, has announced that 
highway construction in the prov¬ 
ince was reaching completion. 

“With reasonably good weather 
this month, we should come very 
close to fully completing our pro¬ 
gram for 1961,” the Minister said. 

As of September 30, 89 per cent 
of the grading contracts, or 327.92 
miles, had been completed—this 
compares with 72 per cent com¬ 
pletion exactly one year ago. 

Ninety per cent of the stabilized 
gravel base course program — 
198.41 miles — has been completed 
—this compares with 72 per cent 
completion one year ago. 

Eighty per cent of the Asphalt ip 
plant mix surface course has been 
laid (288.59 miles) as against only 
73 per cent at this time in 1960. 

Ninety-four per cent of the dou¬ 
ble asphaltic surface treatment — 
64.7 miles — has been completed, 
as against 85 per cent of the 
1960 program. 

One hundred per cent of the seal 
coating (260.57 miles) has been 
completed and this part of the pro¬ 
gram was also completed at this 
time last year. 

In 1960, 2221 shifts were lost due 
to rain, whereas this year during 
the same period 1459 shifts were 
lost.
